vaal  village  of  Louis  Trichardt.  What 
adventures  and  what  tales  could  be  told 
of  the  hardships,  the  thrills,  the  battles 
that  tore  this  road  from  the  hands  of 
Mother  Nature,  this  dream  road  from 
Cape  to  Cairo.  And  so  with  a  mingled 
feeling  of  anticipation  of  adventures, 
admiration  for  the  trail  blazers,  and 
appreciation  of  God's  handiwork  we  sped 
on  to  the  land  where  even  the  names  of 
places    breathed    interest ;    the    Limpopo, 


the  Zambesi,  Gwandi,  Bulawayo,  Gwelo, 
Shangani,  the  Matoppos,  and  the  great- 
est river  wonder  in  the  world,  the  Victoria 
Falls,  known  to  the  natives  as  "  Mosi- 
oa-tunya  "  or  "  Smoke  that  Sounds." 

One  cannot  help  but  be  impressed  with 
the  beauty  of  Bulawayo,  the  wide  streets, 
the  modern  buildings,  the  beautiful  homes 
surrounded  with  the  blood  flame  of  the 
giant  poinsettas,  and  all  bathed  in  the 
warmth  of  the  Rhodesian  sunshine.  A 
miracle  city  which  has  risen  on  the  ashes 
of    Lobengula's    Kraal.  Less    than    30 

miles  away  lie  the  remains  the  Cecil  John 
Rhodes.  "  I  admire  the  grandeur  and 
loneliness  of  the  Matoppos,"  says  his 
last  Will,  "  and  therefore  I  desire  to  be 
buried  in  the  Matoppos  on  the  hill  which 
I  used  to  visit  and  which  I  called  the 
"  View  of  the  World  "  in  a  square  to  be 
cut  in  the  rock  on  the  top  of  the  hill 
covered  with  a  plain  brass  plate  with 
these  words  thereon,  "  Here  lies  the 
remains  of  Cecil  John  Rhodes."  As  one 
stands  by  the  side  of  his  grave,  hewn 
from  the  solid  granite  of  the  bald  kopje, 
moved  by  the  immense  panorama  spread 
out  on  every  side,  the  last  two  paragraphs 
of  Millin's  splendid  book  "Rhodes"  takes 
new  meaning  : 

"  The  body  of  Rhodes  passed  along 
the  path  of  his  spirit :  from  Cape  Town 
where  he  had  ruled,  through  the  Western 
Province  of  his  vineyards,  to  Kimberlev 
that  had  begotten  his  dreams  and  his 
wealth,  along  his  own  railway  in  Beehu- 
analand,  through  the  countrv  of  his 
name,  to  the  hills  where  he  had  made 
peace   with   the   sons  of   Moselikatze. 

A  gun  carriage,  drawn  bv  twelve  oxen, 
carried  the  coffin  up  the  black  slope  of 
his  hill.  It  was  lowered  with  chains 
into  the  rock.  The  hill  was  swarming 
with  the  Matabele  he  had  won  and 
betrayed  and  won  again  and  succoured. 
Our  father  is  dead !  '  they  cried,  and 
gave  him,  alone  of  white  men  before  or 
since,  the  royal  salute  of  '  Bayete !  '  " 
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The  thought  expressed  by  the  great 
David  Livingstone  is  perhaps  as  adequate 
as  any  that  could  be  written  of  the  Falls  : 
"  Scenes  so  lovely  must  have  been  gazed 
upon  by  angels  in  their  flight."  1 1  was 
as  a  missionary  that  this  same  David 
Livingstone  completed  his  famous  jour- 
ney on  foot  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Indian  Ocean,  during  the  course  of  which, 
on  the  16th  November,  1855,  he  was  the 
first  white  man  to  see  the  Victoria   Falls. 

With  our  hearts  beating  in  anticipation 
we  stopped  the  engine  of  the  motor-car 
some  six  miles  distant,  and  could  hear 
the  rumble  of  the  mighty  waters  as  they 
rbared  over  the  cataract  and  we  then 
could  see  for  ourselves  why  the  Mokololo 
always  asked,  '  Have  you  smoke  that 
sounds  in  your  country?  '  but,  viewing 
them  with  awe  at  a  distance,  said  in 
reference  to  the  vapour  and  noise,  '  Mosi 
oa  tunya  '  (smoke  does  sound  there). 
Even  from  that  distance  can  be  seen  the 
clouds  of  vapour  and  spray,  appropriately 
called  '  smoke  '  exactly  as  when  large 
tracts  of  grass  burn. 

This  great  spectacle  of  Mother  Nature 
is  over  a  mile  wide  from  bank  to  bank, 
and  varies  in  height  from  256  feet  at 
the  right  bank  to  420  feet  in  the  centre 
and  consists  of  four  sections,  named  the 
Devil's  Cataract,  the  Main  Falls,  Rain- 
bow Falls  and  the  Eastern  Cataract.  The 
placid,  smoothrunning  Zambesi  abruptly 
comes  to  the  knife  cut  gorge  and  plunges 
its  excited  waters  over  the  cliff-wall  to 
the  foaming  abyss  below  in  great  plumes 
of  different  colours,  some  snow  white, 
some  pale  green,  some  a  deeper  green, 
the  cascades  of  water  in  places  being 
again  broken  on  the  rugged  and  jagged 
masses  of  basalt  split  off  from  the  over- 
hanging rock-wall.  The  great  cloud  of 
spray  and  vapour  is  thrown  into  the  air, 
sometimes  to  a  height  of  3,000  feet  and 
great  rainbows  are  thrown  across  the 
veil  of  mist.  To  see  the  beauty  of  the 
colours  explains  the  idea  of  the  native, 
"  that  this  was  the  abode  of  Deity 
and  that  i:he  rainbow  was  "  the  pestle  of 
the  gods." 

On  the  opposite  or  southern  cliff,  and 
directly  facing  the  Falls  is  the  famous 
Rain     Forest.  The     name     is     indeed 

appropiiate  for  the  spray  from  the  Falls 


falls  in  an  in<  css.int  rain-shower  on  this 
jungle  ill  Inns,  palms,  evergreens  and 
s^iass;  water  drips  in  torrents  from  every 
blanch  and  leal,  lies  in  pools  on  the 
ground,  and  forces  the  use  of  macks  and 
storm  hats.  This  forest  lies  exactly  on 
a  level  with  the  lip  of  the  Falls  and  path- 
ways have  been  made  to  points  at  the 
edge  ol  the  chasm  from  which  one  is 
afforded    a    remarkable   panorama   of   the

Falls.        Lord   Curzon  gives  a  wonderful 
description  of  this  experience: 

"  And  here  comes  Nature's  unique  gilt. 
From  left  to  right  or  from  right  to  left, 
we  can  walk  along  the  near  side  of  the 
chasm  and  gaze  at  the  Falls  immediately 
opposite,  as  though  we  were  standing  in 
some  showman's  panorama  and  were 
looking  across  an  intervening  hollow, 
devised  to  assist  the  illusion,  at  the 
painted  canvas  beyond.  Only  here  is  no 
artificial  picture,  but  the  living . master- 
piece of  a  more  than  human  showman  ; 
tangible,  because  the  scud  of  the  spray- 
storm  lashes  us  in  the  face ;  throbbing 
with  movement,  because  the  heaven  above 
and     the     earth     beneath     appear     to     be

iEad  this  glorious  truth — It  is 
round  in  the  Book  of  Mormon:

subject  unto  him. — 2  Nephi  9  :  5.

An  Irish  boy  who  emigrated  to 
America  and  travelled  on  the  boat  third 
class  "  because  there  was  no  fourth 
class,"  Elder  Charles  A.  Callis  now  sits 
as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  Apo.stles.  He  was  called  to  the 
Council  in  \9S'i  after  presiding  over 
the  Southern  States  Mission  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Prior  to 
that  he  had  fulfilled  a  mission  to  Great 
Britain  in   1893-95. 


Consecrated  service  is  the  road  to  the 
hearts  of  men.  The  mother  becomes 
subject  to  her  family,  so  to  speak,  by 
sacred  service  and  sacrifice,  and  therefore 
her  high  position  as  queen  of  the  house 
is  eternally  assured. 

The  sublime  truth  which  I  have  cited 
from   the   Book   of    Mormon   foreshadows 


the  condescension  of  God  Almighty. 
Because  of  the  ball  men  were  cut  off 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  Only 
an  infinite  atonement  could  save  man- 
kind from  spiritual  death  and  bring 
fallen  men  and  make  them  incorruptible, 
immortal,  living-  souls. 

To  secure  this  priceless  boon  the  Crea- 
tor suffered  "  the  pains  of  every  living 
creature,-  both  men,  women,  and  child- 
ren, who  belong  to  the  family  of  Adam." 
Mankind  was  delivered  by  the  power  of 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel  by  His  atonement. 
We  belong  to  Him  :  we  are  not  our  own. 
He  bought  us  with  the  price  of  His 
precious  blood. 

The  Saviour  said  :  "My  Father  worketh 
hitherto  and  I  work."  I  believe  that 
work  is  the  weapon  of  honour.  One  of 
the  evils  that  is  oppressing  this  nation  is 
the  failure  of  a  large  number  of  men  to 
work  ;  people  unfortunately  cannot  find 
employment.  Every  able-bodied  man 
should   have    "  a   mind   to   work." 

The  locomotive  that  runs  light  is  more 
likely  to  jump  the  track  than  the  one 
that  is  pulling  a  load.  If  more  of  the 
young  men  and  women  in  this  country 
were  married  there  would  be  fewer  social 
and  industrial  disturbances.  Long  en- 
gagements, as  a  rule,  are  not  good. 
There  are  too  many  men  running  light  in 
this  world.  More  personal  responsibility 
is  needed.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  said 
that  the  darkest  hour  in  a  young  man's 
life  was  when  he  sat  down  and  planned 
and  devised  how  to  make  a  honest  living 
without  working.  Without  mental  or 
physical  labour  an  honest  living  cannot 
be  made. 

When  Erskine,  the  great  British 
advocate,  was  addressing  a  jury — the 
first  time,  by  the  way,  that  he  made  an 
address  in  a  court  of  law — he  said  that 
he  must  succeed  for  he  felt  that  his  wife 
and  children  were  tugging  at  his  coat 
tails. 
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Jesus  said:  "  And  whosoever  will  be 
chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant  ; 
even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to 
give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many."  To 
give  His  life  for  a  ransom  'for  many — 
that  was  the  grandest  service  ever  beheld 
in  the  universe  of  God. 

We  read  in  the  New  Testament  the 
profound  truth  that  God  permitted  His 
Only  Begotten  Son,  the  Being  who  creat- 
ed the  world,  to  work  in  a  carpenter  shop 
at  the  carpenter's  bench.  I  think  as  I 
read  the  Saviour's  words  "  Take  my  yoke 
upon  you  and  learn  of  me  .  .  .  for 
my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light," 
that  He,  the  Divine  Son  of  God,  made 
yokes  in  that  workshop  for  beasts  of 
burden.  The  yokes  were  so  well  made 
that  they  made  no  sore  places.  The  man 
who  wears  the  yoke  of  Christ  has  no 
sore  spots  on  him,  for  in  the  wearing  of 
that  yoke  there  is  perfect  liberty  and  joy. 
He  that  would  be  great  let  him  be  the 
servant  of  his  fellow  creatures  and  minis- 
ter  to   their  needs. 

Once  upon  a  time,  as  the  story  goes, 
two  men  owned  a  field  jointly,  and  side 
bv  side  they  planted,  they  watered,  and 
they  shared  the  crops  share  and  share 
alike.  One  of  these  men  had  seven  sons. 
Zimri  lived  by  himself.  One  night  when 
the  crops  were  harvested,  Zimri  said,  "  I 
am  alone,  and  my  brother  has  seven  sons  ; 
it  is  not  pleasing  in  the  sight  of  God  that 
I  should  have  as  much  as  he."  So  he 
went  forth  from  the  field  and  took  one- 
third  of  his  sheaves  and  placed  them 
with  Abram's  sheaves.  Abram  awoke 
and  he  thought  of  Zimri,  and  said  he: 
"  Here  am  I,  surrounded  by  my  sons, 
and  Zimri  is  alone.  At  the  end  of  the 
day's  labour  he  goes  to  a  cold,  lonely 
home.  I   am   going   to  give   him   one- 

third  of  my  sheaves."  He  did  so.  The 
next  morning  both  were  astonished  to 
find  when  they  arose  that  they  had  not 
lost  anything  by  giving  to  each  other. 

The  next  night  Zimrf  went  into  the 
field  and  took  a  third  of  his  sheaves  to 
Abram's  pile  and  placed  them  there  and 
then  he  hid.  He  saw  Abram  coming 
out.        And  now  the  words  of  the  poet : 


Then  Abram  come  down  softly  from 
his  home 

And    looked    to    the    left    and    right, 
went  on, 

Took   from   his  ample  store  a  gene- 
rous   third, 

And    laid    it    on    his    brother    Zimri's 
pile. 

Then    Zimri    rose,    anil    caught    him 
in   his  arms, 

And  wept  upon  his  neck,  and  kissed 
his  cheek  ; 

And  Abram  saw  the  whole,  and  could 
not    speak  ; 

Neither  could  Zimri,  for  their  hearts 
were    full. 

He  that  hath  pity  up:m  the  poor 
lendeth  unto  the  Lord,"  for  "  when  ve 
are  in  the  service  of  your  fellow  beings 
ye  are  only  in  the  service  of  your  God." 
May  this  heavenly  duty  shine  in  our 
hearts    with    a    broad    and    glowing   light.

Away  up  in  Rhodesia  on  ;i  country 
road,  sixteen  miles  from  Shangani, 
on  the  Bulawayo- Salisbury  road,  live 
two  families  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Sel- 
dom do  they  see  the  missionaries  of 
the  Church  and  when  they  do,  it  is  a 
real  event  in  their  lives.  In  spite  of 
their  isolation,  these  people  who  live  in 
the  farthest  outpost  in  the  world  from  the 
centre  slake  of  Zion,  live  and  love  their 
religion.  They  have  permitted  the  Gos- 
pel to  enter  into  their  lives,  it  has  brought 
them  soul  satisfaction,  its  philosophy  has 
given  them  the  right  attitude  toward 
their  condition  and  environment  and 
although  they  are  far  from  the  comforts 
and  pleasures  of  the  modern  world,  they 
have  an  abundance  of  life  and  are  above 
all    things,    constant. 

Having  been  acquainted  with  the  South 
African  mission  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  I  can  take  a  bird's  eye  view  of  it 
and  I  can  see  the  events  that  have  influ- 
enced the  growth  of  the  Church  in  this 
land.  I  have  seen  many  people  brought 
into  contact  with  the  Truth,  the  seed  has 
been  sown,  sometimes  on  fertile  soil  and 
often  times  it  has  fallen  on  barren  and 
rocky  ground.  I  have  seen  enthusiasm 
at  a  high  pitch  and  I  have  seen  some  of 
the  branches  in  the  depths  of  despair. 
I  have  seen  members  come  and  go,  some 
of  them  could  not  stand  the  pace  and 
withered  away  like  scorched  grass.  The 
Church,  however,  has  graduallv  but 
surely  marched  forward  and  the  stalwarts 
have  remained  constant  whether  in  sun- 
shine or  storm. 

And  why  have  they  been  constant? 
Because  their  hearts  and  souls  have  been 
opened  to  the  Truth,  they  have  permitted 
the  philosophy  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  take  possession  of  their  very 
beings,  the}'  have  learned  'from  experi- 
ence in  the  service  of  the  Lord  the  secret 
of  the  goal  of  most  men,  "  joy."  Have 
these  men  vm]  women  of  constancy  been 
upset  by  every  trilling  experience  that  has 
arisen  since  they  embraced  the  Gospel? 
Have    they    been    prone    to    criticize    the 


authorities  ol    the   (lunch    whenever   the 

opportunity      was      theirs?  Have      they 

demanded  an  eye  for  eye,  a  tooth  For  :i 
tooth?  lias  envy,  jealousy,  selfishness, 
unkindness,  disloyalty  dominated  their 
lives?  No!  They  would  nol  have 
remained  constant  if  this  had  been  so. 
The  definition  of  constancy  is  firmness, 
endurance,  faithfulness.  Is  there  any 
question  about  the  constancy  of  Paul  as 
he  writes  to  Timothy:  "  I  have  lough:  a 
good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course, 
I  have  kept  the  faith:  Henceforth  there 
is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteous- 
ness, which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  judge, 
shall  give  me  at  that  day  :  and  not  to  me 
only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that  love  his 
appearing."  He  admits  that  it  had  been 
a  struggle,  "  a  good  fight  "  but  he  had 
endured  to  the  end,  he  had  been  constant 
from  the  moment  that  he  had  joined 
forces  witii  the  Lord. 

"  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods,  once 
was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck, 
a  night  and  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep, 
....  In  weariness  and  painfulness,  in 
watchings  often,  in  cold  and  nakedness  " 
thus  he  writes  to  the  saints  at  Corinth, 
but  above  all  he  was  firm  and  constant 
in  his  testimony  of  the  Truth. 

We  all  get  our  bumps  in  life  and  often 
our  faith  is  tested  almost  to  a  breaking 
point.  Is  the  road  too  rough  and  are 
we  going  to  stop  and  think  of  the  easier 
path  we  have  left  behind?  Have  we  a 
string  of  excuses  or  are  we  willing  to 
admit,  "  I  was  frightened  and  quit."

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Centennial  Qreetings 

By  President  Heber  J.  Grant. 


S  I  participate  with  you  good 
people  in  this  Centennial  celebra- 
tion of  the  establishment,  in  the 
British  Isles,  of  this  the  oldest  overseas 
mission  of  the  Church,  there  crowd  upon 


President   Heber  J.  Grant. 

The  British  Mission  Centenary  was 
held  80th  July-2nd  August  at  Preston 
and  Rochdale,  in  commemoration  of 
one  hundred  years  of  Mormonism  in 
the  British  Isles.  President  Heber  J. 
Grant  attended  the  elaborate  festivities 
and  recounts  some  of  his  experiences 
while  labouring  in  Britain  as  Mission 
President. 


me  many  memories  of  those  three  event- 
ful years  I  spent  here  and  on  the  Con- 
tinent from   1904  to   1906. 

Onlv  twice  have   I   prayed  to  the  Lord 
to   be    appointed   to   a   position.  Once 

was  when  I  wished  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the 
General  Superintendence  of  the  Young 
Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Association 
because  of  the  intense  interest  I  have  in 
the  young  people  of  the  Church,  and  the 
Other  was   when    I    was    President   of   the 


Japanese  Mission.  Feeling  that  I  was 
accomplishing  practically  nothing  in  that 
far  away  land  I  went  out  into  the  woods 
and  got.  down  on  my  knees  and  told  the 
Lord  that  whenever  He  was  through  with 
me  in  Japan  I  would  be  glad  and  thank- 
ful fcf  He  would  call  me  home  and  send 
me  to  preside  over  the  European  Mission. 
A  few  days  after  that  a  cablegram  arrived 
saying,  "  Come  home  on  the  first  boat." 
President  Joseph  F.  Smith  said  to  me  : 
"  Heber,  I  realize  that  you  have  had  very 
little  success  in  Japan.  We  sent  you  there 
for  three  years,  and  I  want  you  to  put 
in  the  other  year  in  Great  Britain  if  you 
you  are  willing." 

I  said,  "  I  am  perfectly  willing." 

Later  I  went  in  to  bid  him  goodbye  and 
said,  '  I  will  see  you  in  a  little  over  a 
year. " 

He  replied,  "  Oh  no,  I  have  decided  to 
make  it  a  year  and  a  half." 

And  I  said,  "  All  right,  multiply  it  by 
two,  and  don't  say  anything  about  it  to 
me."       This  he  did. 

In  my  labours  in  this  land  as  President 
of  the  British  and  European  missions, 
where  I  was  devoting  all  of  my  energy 
to  the  work  of  the  Master,  I  got  nearer 
to  the  Lord  and  had  more  joy  in  my 
labours  than  I  have  ever  had  before  or 
since.  The  joy  that  comes  in  the  mission 
held  to  those  who  are  faithfully  and 
prayerfully  devoted  to  duty  exceeds,  per- 
haps, that  experienced  anywhere  else,  or 
that  which  results  from  any  other  labour. 

For  three  out  of  the  one  hundred  years 
of  the  history  of  this  the  British  Mission, 
it  was  my  great  privilege  to  direct  its 
affairs.  Despite  the  serious  opposition 
we  made  many  friends  and  saw  the  Lord 
bless  our  labours  so  abundantly  that  we 
had  cause  to  rejoice  and  to  render  thanks- 
giving to  our  Heavenly  Father. 

During  that  time  we  increased  the 
number  of  tracts  distributed  by  more  than 
200   per  cent.  I   placed  one  order  for 
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two  tons  of  the  Kays  uf  Living  Light  by 
Charles  W.  Penrose  and  during  a  period 
of  six  months,  had  all  of  them  distributed, 
in  addition  to  those  tracts  our  press  was 
printing. 

Had  I  known  that  Charles  W.  Penrose 
was  to  succeed  me  as  President  of  the 
Mission  I  could  not  have  given  him  more 
publicity.  During  the  last  nine  months 
of  my  presidency  I  distributed  only  his 
tracts.  The   result   was   that    in   many 

places  where  I  had  had  an  audience  of  but 
thirty  or  forty  he  had  two  or  three  hun- 
dred in  attendance. 

Brother  Francis  M.  Lyman,  who  pre- 
ceded me,  prepared  the  ground,  I  sowed 
the  seed,  and  Brother  Penrose  reaped 
the   harvest. 

The  large  number  of  converts  made  by 
the  early  missionaries  to  this  great  coun- 
try is,  to  me,  a  testimony  of  the  divinity 
of  the  revelations  given  before  and  im- 
mediately after  the  Church  was  organized 
that  "  The  field  was  ripe,  already  to 
harvest."  While  in  this  mission  Wilford 
Woodruff  baptized  nearly  two  thousand. 
Heber  C.  Kimball  baptized  almost  as 
many  and  other  of  the  early  missionaries 
to  this  country  also  met  with  outstand- 
ing success.  George  Q.  Cannon,  father 
of  President  Joseph  J.  Cannon,  as  I  re- 
call, on  his  first  mission  to  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  baptized  over  two  thousand. 
The  field  was  ripe,  it  was  ready  to 
harvest. 

More  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  - 
six  thousand  have  entered  the  waters  of 
baptism  in  the  British  Isles  during  the 
century  now  closing  and  nearly  half  of 
them  have  emigrated  to  America.  And 
during  this  same  period  nearly  six  thou- 
sand missionaries  have  been  sent  by  the 
Church  to  Great   Britain. 

The  result  of  all  their  teaching,  con- 
verting, baptizing  and  emigrating  has 
been  an  exchange  of  skills  and  of  know- 
ledge of  the  professions.  It.  has  brought 
about  a  broad  training  and  experience  in 
the  arts  and  crafts  and  an  interchange  of 
thought  concerning  the  truth  of  many 
eternal  principles  which  have  produced  in 
western  America  a  high  standard  of  pro- 
gress and  civilization.        And   in  addition 


these  converts  and  other  Church  workers 
have  been  tied  together  with  bonds  of 
friendship,  convictions  of  truth,  with  un- 
selfish service  and  a  testimony  of  the 
divinity  of  the  Latter-day  Gospel  that 
gives  them  a  great  satisfaction  and  joy. 
And  out  of  all  of  this  has  come  a  loyal 
Church  membership  in  Great  Britain  and 
a  mighty  posterity  in  America  who 
cherish  their  British  lineage  and  heritage- 
second  only  to  their  testimony  of  the 
divinity  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Master. 

For  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  the  century  which  we 
arc  now  completing  has  been  one  of 
mighty  accomplishment  under  the 
sovereigns  of  the  British  Empire.  That 
the  Lord  our  Heavenly  Father  may 
greatly  bless  this  nation  and  all  its 
righteous  people  is  my  earnest  and  sincere 
prayer  Tor  the  land  that  has  harboured 
for  a  hundred  years  the  oldest  overseas 
mission  of  the  Latter-day  Church  of 
fesus    Christ.

ears  is  the  rattle  of  eternal  thunder." 

Add  to  these  sights,  the  beautiful 
Zambesi  River  with  its  palm -bedecked 
islands  and  banks  of  semi-tropical  vege- 
tation, the  jungle  along  the  gorge  known 
as  the  Palm  Grove,  and  the  swirling 
maddening  water  known  as  the  Boiling 
Pot  and  one  can  well  see  why  this  sight 
may  deservedly  be  called  the  greatest 
river-wonder   in   the     world. 

The  spirit  of  Dr.  Livingstone,  seems 
to  dwell  in  the  eternal  song  of  these  Falls, 
the  spirit  of  courage,  adventure,  faith, 
and  love  for  the  divine  in  all  things. 
Although  his  body  was  finally  laid  to 
rest  in  Westminster  Abbey,  his  heart  was 
left  in  Africa  buried  at  Ilala,  Chitambo's 
Kraal,  the  spot  where  he  went  to  his 
reward. 

We  left  this  great  spectacle  reluctantly, 
feeling  indeed  that  we  had  seen  "  a  living 
masterpiece  of  a  more  than  human  show- 
man."
